LONDON STREET SCENES. 


PoatnriHK 
Royalty — WHat 
the 


(iKeen of England Can't Do— 
How She Gw* to f>« Pliotosrrajjli- 
•d—The Gentle Milkman In Lon- 
don. 
The Danbiiry A'etrs man who is1 do- 


ing Europe, writes as follow s from 
London: 


It is only of such sights as may be 


obtained from the top of an omnibus 
that I speak. These are common to 
the eye of every pedestrian, and are 
the contrasts to his own city which 
most directly appeal to him. 


If I should go down into the depths 


^ of woe in this great city, I am afraid 


there is not pnrjer enough in Pater- 
noster row to give the details of the 
poverty, crime and habits of the den- 
izens. To tell the truth, the more I 
go about London the more painfully 
am I impressed with the impossbility 
of seeing all of it, or even half of it. 
I wish I could be certain of seaiug 
one-third of it during my sojourn of 
six weeks. And yet there are Ameri- 
cans by the thousands who remain in 
London scarcely one week, and hast- 
en on to Paris to stay a month. 


They travel for the name of it, and 


measure their enjoyment by the de- 
crtes of fashion on their time-pieces. 


The streets of London do not claim 


attention by their breadth, straight- 
ness or comeliness of buildings, but 
the life and animation characterizing 
them from nine o'clock n. in. to 
twelve o'clock p. rn. attract, and 
quite frequently fascinate, the stran- 
gers. 


London is made up of Englishmen, 


Americans and foreigners, and the 
last named are so scarce as to be im- 
mediately noticeable. 


Yon do not see here r.u English 


builder with German workman and 
Irish servants. The merchants, the 
manufacturers, and the, business men 
generally, ure English, their clerks 
and workinen r.re English, the poach- 
uien are English, the porters are Eng- 
lish, the servant sirls are English, 
the newsboys and bootblacks, and 
gamins generally, are English. 


AVheiever you turn you see Eng- 


lish, English, English.' It is an im- 
posing spectacle. 


Broad jaws, sloping shoulders, red 


cheeks, flaxen- hair, Hide whiskers, 
gaiters, round sack-coats, stiff hats, 
canes, umbrellas and eye-glasses. 
All English. There is the large Eng- 
lishman just coming along in a suit 
of check-goods, with broad chest, 
swelling stomach, fat cheeks delicate- 
ly checked with red veins. The stick 
he carries in his hand is stannch 
enough to knock down a horse—I 
was going to say it bullock, only I 
recollect having seen i, man at a cat- 
tle market knock down bullock after 
bullock with simply the index finger 
of his right hand—so I say horse, ml- 


/ visudly. He uses that stick, too, and 
V you can distinctly see cvcv\ time ho 


i>l»?c-s it down on the puvi-iiii-nt. He 
wears a high hfii. 
Eight behind him is a thin young 


man in plaid suit, with n round top 
hat, a light flaxen moustache, blue 
eyes, n scarcely defined line of hair 
on each cheek. He hns a cane also, 
but carefully guards agninst striking 
the pavement with it. 
He wears a 


- prominent nose. 


And next to him is u pair of very 


flowing side whiskers, a suit of black 
with white vest and enormous seals, 
Ulne eyes, led checks, and n stick 
grasped in the middle, and carried at 
an angle of forty-five or less degrees. 


Then there is the oldish man wilh 


very little whiskers anyway; iu rusty 
black, -with a silk hat that seems to 
liave just come from beating a score 
of bovs out of a yard. He has a fore- 


lock combed to the front: has watery 
eyes, and a nose that requires n great 
deal of attention, but is neglected I 
fear. 


Then, too, there is the clerk in n 


sxiit of black, with white tie, a thin 
body, thinner legs, no beard, and a 
high hat. I don't understand him, 
for he is not distinctively English. I 
think I have seen him before. 


About these are men in caps, heavy 


white aprons, and loose sack coats, 
who are, either porters or mechanics. 


And among them all is the London 


boy. I never get tired of studying 
the London boy. There is so much 
of him—not individually but collec- 
tively. Individually he is slim, with 
generally a while,' unhealthy face, 
spindling legs, and rather narrow 
baclcof the head. 
He wears pants 


tight to his shrinking shanks, and a 
cap that makes him look like an or- 
phan boarding with a stony-hearted 
aunt. 
Ha is a poor boy, without 


doubt, always on the street, and al- 
ways in the way. I never saw such a 
boy in any other city. 
He is not 


quarrelsome, not saucy, not addicted 
to smoking, and I never heard one of 
them swear, even under the most fa- 
vorable circumstances. To tell the 
truth, I never heard them say much 
of any-tiling. 


He is a helpless youth, addicted to 


store 
windows, 
rubbing 
against 


buildings, and toppling over obstruc- 
tions. He has a dreadful tendency 
to be always backing up against 
something, and always missing it, to 
the detriment of his bones. 


Only they do not fall with sufficient 


force to break a bone. I have seen 
one of them slide from the side of a 
lamp-post, turn a part summersault, 
recover himself, hit up against the 
post again, slip off the curb, and 
gradually get down on his back in 
the gutter—taking in all some dozen 
seconds to do it, while nu American 
bciy would go down and stave a hole 
in the back of his head, and make a 
doctor's bill of eighteen dollars in 
less than a second. 


But the English are so conserva- 


tive. 


.We don't see such quaint-looking 


characters fit home as we do here. 
The oddities of the several nations 
are so blended in America as to be 
materially dulled, but here where 
there are no new and diverse ele- 
ments coming in and uniting with 
the native, the quaint, well-defined 
and well preserved. 


I have always thought that Dick- 


ens and Cruikshank were fearful ex- 
aggerators, but I hove met with a re- 
vulsion of feeling. 


But whatever that is odd in figure, 


dress or speech to a visitor, seems to 
be nil right to the people here, 
sacredly as they are devoted to chaf- 
fing. 


In a restaurant the other da; came 


a man who was a marvel of angles 
and antiquity. He was over six feet 
in height, but would not weigh 125 
pounds. His clothing was black and 
most wonderfully ill-fitting. Ha wore 
a black stock over which his sharp 
chin dangled in a desponding man- 
ner. There were black cotton gloves 
on his wonderfully long hands, and 
he carried them as if they were full 
to the brim with precious liquids. 
His was a large mouth, of the shape 
of a letter-boi aperture, and his very 
red and prominent gums shone con- 
spicuously through. He had a large 
nose, of the color of the gums; large, 
watery eyes. His hair was a light 
brown, rather thin, and plastered 
down to his head, his cheeks and hit 
neck. A rusty looking' black hat, 
with an enormous crape band com- 
pleted the spectacle. He was a cler- 
gyman, without doubt, and a dis- 
senter perhaps. Remembering that 
a graveyard wai near, I moved about 
uneasily, but the attendants and 
guests took no particular notice of 
him. 


He bought a penny bun, asking the 


price in a sepulchral voice, and stood 
in the middle of the floor, and ground 
away at the insignificant bread ns if 
he was a grist-mill with half a ton of 
corn in its clutch. 


The photograph windows are ob- 


jects of great interest here as else- 
where, but it is noticeable how fond 
the English are of viewing the pic- 
tures of royalty. Wherever they are 
exposed there is sure to be a knot of 
intense admirers. I think they at- 
tract even more attention than the 
pictures of bare-legged actresses, and 
would say so if I was sure of being 
believed." 


I suppose every one of us who 


Comes over here has. an unquench- 
able longing to look with our own 
eyes upon a member of the royal 
family. It is not to admire them 
that we have this desire, but we want 
to abhor them. I think that is the 
feeling. I made many au effort to 
get at the royal family that I might 
abhor them, before success crowned 
my attempts. I lime gone twenty 
miles to abhor a single membor of the 
Queen's household. 


There are but few advantages to 


the many drawbacks of being royal. 
A royal person in business has the 
advantage when traveling o^ 
not 


having to look up n hotel 011 arriving 
at his destination under the torturing 
supervision (if n hardened cabman. 
That is about the only advantage 
thnt I c:iyi detect. But to ofl'sc-t this 
is a multitude of disadvantages, and 
it takes n multitude to do it. The 
yneeu goes nowhere, really. She is 
the ruler of England, but I -wager

STUDENTS' CLUBS. 


The experience already gained by 


the students at Berkeley, in club life, 
proves that with strict economy the 
cost for board and lodging per indi- 
vidual need not exceed $!<> or 817 
per month. 
The Herkdeyan, in 


speaking of the newly planned homes 
it the institution, says the Regents 
have availed themselves freely of the 
experience of these clubs; they have 
consulted a skillful architect, and 
have had other |good counselors, and 
have at length adopted a plan which 
provides a cottage, inexpensive (so 
that the rent may be low), conveni- 
ent, airy, well-lighted, easily wanned 
and attractive in its aspect. They 
have voted to construct eight houses 
at once, and may build more if called 
for; six of them to be located on the 
"Black Tract" (near Professor Ris- 
ing's) house), and two of them (for 
ladies)near the gardener's cottage, In 
constructing these cottages it is un- 
derstood that the Regents do not pro- 
pose to introduce what is commonly 
called the "dormitory system." They 
will rent the buildings to clubs, and 
not to individuals, maintaining thus 
the relation of landlords to tenants. 
If the tenants are unsatisfactory they 
will of course be liable to be displac- 
ed, bu1: there-is no reason to antici- 
pate anv unpleasantness of that sort. 
The ho'uses will be constructed ai 
once, in the best manner; walks ml. 
be laid to the-College buildings, auc 
the premises will be ready to be occu- 
pied, it is expected, at the beginning 
of the next term. The cost of each 
cottage is about S2,000.
